Important changes in Illinois 
traffic law's are emphasized in a 
safety pamphlet which will ac­ 
company 1952 passenger automo­ 
bile license plates, secretary of 
state Edward J. Barrett 
said. 
The pamphlet summarizes chang­ 
es made by the last two sessions 
of the general assembly. Mailing 
of the plates and pamphlets 
is 
scheduled to begin December I.

in crossing any street or highway 
whether or not traffic is con­ 
trolled by traffic signals.

driver of a vehicle must come to 
a full stop and take such pre­ 
cautions as may be necessary to 
avoid injury to the blind person. 
The pamphlet also points out 
that “at any intersection where 
traffic control signals are not in 
place, or in operation, the driver 
of a vehicle shall yield the right 
of way to any pedestrian within 
a marked or unmarked 
cross­ 
walk.” 
Other changes listed. 
Secre­ 
tary Barrett said, have to 
do 
with left-turns at intersections, 
revocation of 
driver 
licenses, 
speed limits, use of blue flashing 
lights, and damages in 
death 
cases. 
A change in connection 
with making accident 
reports 
provides that damage must be 
in excess of $100, instead of $50, 
before a report is required.

Because the pain and distress as­ 
sociated with the disease closely 
resemble the symptoms brought1 
on by constipation, patients some­ 
times resort to laxatives.

tives 
increase 
peristalsis, 
t h e 
movement by which the contents 
of the intestine are moved along. 
This increased pressure may ex­ 
tend the swelling and cause rup­ 
ture of the appendix, spreading 
the infection to the peritoneum, 
the lining of the abdominal cav­ 
ity. 
THIS CONDITION, called peri­ 
tonitis, is always dangerous, even 
though drugs such as the sulfona­ 
mides, penicillin and streptomy­ 
cin have materially reduced the 
probability of death. If peritoni­ 
tis occurs, however, the road to 
recovery is long, because of the 
rapidity with which the infection 
spreads throughout the system. 
Because 
modem surgery has 
yielded improved technics, the 
operation to remove the appendix 
is now done with greater safety 
than formerly. Indeed, if it is per­ 
formed early when the symptoms 
are mild and before complications 
set in, the patient is frequently 
walking about the second or third 
day and back at home within a 
week. 
Prevention of disease is the im­ 
portant 
factor 
in 
its 
control. 
While there is no way to prevent 
appendicitis, s e r i o u s complica­ 
tions can be averted if th e physi­ 
cian is called immediately on the 
appearance of mild symptoms of 
gastrointestinal discomfort, sore­ 
ness of the abdomen or pain, 
w hether it be sharp or dull. It is 
not wise to ignore recurrent at­ 
tacks, because the irritation pro­ 
duced by each leaves the appen­ 
dix more susceptible to the final 
“blew up,” which may result in 
death.

If your physician decides that 
an operation is essential, trust 
him. Ignoring his advice may cost 
you your life.

corporate 
levy, which may be 10% more 
than the statutory limit. 
The corporate fund is the fund 
used for the general expenses of

The total village tax is some­ 
where near 10% of the total tax 
bill so that a raise of 10% in the 
corporate tax rate would mean 
about a 1% raise on the total 
tax bill.

number of jobs available in the 
office, among them twelve office 
clerks. 
He had called in Mary 
McDowell, as I recall the story, 
who was one of the great lights 
in the development of social ser­ 
vice in our area and in 
the 
world, and made a suggestion to 
her. 
Basically, those jobs were his, 
and he had no authority to con­ 
duct social case work with anv 
defendant before the court. But 
he was giving twelve jobs 
to 
Miss McDowell; he was sorry 
that they only carried the title 
and salary of office clerks, but 
she could name 
twelve 
social 
case workers and he would ap­ 
point them, and they would nev­ 
er have to do ordinary office 
work. 
FOR ALMOST twenty years 
an executive in the Council of 
Social Agencies carried, as the 
politicos put it. “those jobs in 
her pocket,” until the man who 
gave them to her prevailed upon 
his party to support the new job 
classification before the public. 
He did that, not to get the jobs 
back, but because it was becom­ 
ing too difficult to hire social I 
workers at office clerks’ salaries. 
I don’t intend to minimize the 
undesirable features of too long 
tenure of a political party, nor 
the dangers of political patron­ 
age. 
This is just a little storv 
about a time when the laws and 
the courts and the oublic did not 
recognize the need for trained 
counselling service to those who 
violate the law. 
At that time private agencies 
of good will did not 
see 
the 
challenge enough to offer more 
than a corporal’s guard for coun­ 
selling service. 
But a politician

New bathroom 


makes farm 


home modem 


About three fourths cif Illinois 
farm homes are not “modern in 
the sense that they do not have 
bathrooms. 
K^ith H. Hinchcliff. extension 
agricultural engineer at the Illi­ 
nois college of agriculture, has 
some ideas to suggest 
if 
you 
don’t have a bathroom in your 
farm home and are planning to 
add one. 
The convenience of a bathroom 
is its main attraction, Hinchcliff 
says, but it will also “modern­ 
ize*’ your house and make it more 
attractive to renters and for re­ 
sale if that time comes. 
BATHROOM location is a lit­ 
tle different in a farm 
home 
from its location in 
a 
town 
house. 
It should be 
accessible 
from the bedrooms, and should 
be located downstairs if there 
are any bedrooms on the first 
floor. 
Cleanup space for the men of 
the family as they come in from 
choring is especially important 
for a farm 
home, 
but 
most 
homemakers* 
prefer 
that 
the 
bathroom not be used for this 
purpose. 
A washroom near the 
work area or in the basement is 
a good idea. 
One thing vou’ll want to con­ 
sider when you plan the loca­ 
tion of your bathroom is 
the 
plumbing already in the house. 
However, don’t give up a con­ 
venient bathroom location just 
to save a few feet of pipe. 
IN SOME farm homes, an old 
closet might be large enough and 
located right for conversion into 
a bathroom. More often, a slice 
can be taken out of an oversized 
bedroom to provide both a bath­ 
room and a short hall.

Bacitracin helps to 
control dysentery 


Bacitracin, one of the newer 
drugs, may help to control costly 
outbreaks of swine dysentery. 
Test results on the use of bac­ 
itracin were reported recently by 
four staff members of the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois college of vet­ 
erinary medicine. They are Drs. 
L. E. Boley. G. T. Woods, R. D. 
Hatch and Robert Graham. 
In the University of 
Illinois 
trials, bacitracin proved better 
than sodium arsanilate and far 
more effective than either sul- 
fathalidme or sulfamethazine in 
treating four groups of infected 
pigs. 
Treatment of pigs with 100,000 
units of bacitracin for six days 
resulted in the recovery of 96 
per cent of the pigs. Reducing 
the amount of the drug to 50,000 
units resulted in 80 per cent re­ 
covery. Only 44 per cent of the 
untreated pigs recovered. 
Pigs treated with sulfathali- 
dine and sulfamethazine 
were 
only a little better off than un­ 
treated pigs. 
Sodium arsanilate 
treatment resulted in 83 per cent 
survival, but some of the pigs 
remained unthrifty even 
after 
signs of dysentery 
had 
disap­ 
peared.

Farm Names 
Several inquiries have come 
to our office lately from farm­ 
ers and farm wives about 
the 
naming of a farm. 
They want to know whether 
there is some legal procedure 
for naming a farm, whether it 
can be named without resorting 
to any legal 
procedure, 
and 
what effect naming has. 
Here 
are some answers to these ques­ 
tions: 
Anyone can name 
his 
farm 
and use the name in any way 
he sees fit—on stationery, adver­ 
tising. signs, bank accounts — 
without seeking legal permission 
of any kind. 
Furthermore, 
he 
can choose any name he pleases. 
If the name he chooses 
has al­ 
ready been registered with 
the 
county recorder as the name for 
some other farm in the county, I 
then he cannot get it legally re­ 
corded. but it can nevertheless 
be used. 
THERE IS AN Illinois 
Taw 
making it possible for an owner 
to register the name of his farm 
with the county recorder. 
This 
law says: 
“The owner of any farm in 
the State of Illinois desiring to 
name his farm may have the 
name of his farm. together with 
a description of his 
lands 
to 
which said name 
applies, 
re­ 
corded in a book of registry kept 
for that purpose in the office of 
the county recorder of the coun­ 
ty in which said farm is located, 
and such recorder shall furnish 
to such landowner a proper cer­ 
tificate, setting forth the name
